Department officials said 
that from what the Cubans had 
told the swiss, who represent 
United States interests in Cuba, 
refugees beyond the 3,400 were 
being processed and would be 
available later to be flown to 
Florida. ■ 

Asked whether this Cuban 
move had broader significance 
for Cuban- American ' relations, 
a spokesman said “none at all ” 
He said the United States has 
been expecting resumption 
whenever the Cubans indicated 
they were ready. ; 

Officials said they assumed 
the flights would be on a twice- 
daily schedule, as was pre- 
viously the case.
